good cause/' 

Since the closest road race of its kind is on the 
Cape, there has certainly been demand for the race, which 
Ms. Ackerson said has increased by about 100 people per 
year.

has served on the Board for three years, and a warm 
goodbye was made with many thanks and wishes of good 
luck.

Mattapoisett Approves $6.8M Neck Sewer 

Mattapoisett Town Meeting 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

Mattapoisett voters gathered on May 10 and 11 
to tackle 43 articles on the annual town meeting warrant. 
After reciting the pledge of allegiance. Town Moderator 
Jack Eklund called the town meeting to order at 7:00 pm 
on May 10 in the Old Rochester Regional auditorium. 
Seated on stage to answer questions were town officials, 
including the Board of Selectmen and the Financial 
Committee. 

The town meeting began with the most 
anticipated article, relating to the Mattapoisett Neck 
Sewer project. Article 1 sought to amend a town general 
by-law adoption to give future sewer connection rights to 
residents on Mattapoisett Neck Road. The questions and 
answer session from town residents involved assessment 
values and logistical issues. Mr. Eklund received word 
that some of the "overflow" voters in the gymnasium did

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not receive a printed town warrant; therefore, both the 
first and second articles were read in their entirety. 

Considering the turn-out, the questioning 
session was relatively brief before one resident made a 
motion to make a vote via paper ballot. The secret ballot 
motion received the necessary 25 votes, but upon further 
clarification, the resident who called for the ballot. Bill 
Marinoni, said that he intended on his motion for a secret 
ballot to apply to Article 2 instead of Article 1. There being 
only one objection to this change. Article 1 went to vote. 

Article 1, which sought a general by-law adoption 
to give future sewer connection rights to residents on 
Mattapoisett Neck Road, and required a majority vote, 
passed 417-110.

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Article 2, which continued the topic of sewer 
on Mattapoisett Neck Road, asked for the Town to 
raise and appropriate $6.8 million, through borrowing, 
for the purpose of designing and constructing a sewer 
extension project to service the Mattapoisett Neck Road 
area; specifically, this article sought to provide a sewer 
extension to the Antassawamock area, the Mid-neck area 
and Mattapoisett Shores. Again, a motion was made and 
passed to vote on Article 2 via secret ballot. 

Kathleen Reed of Antassawamock Road said 
that she currently has a working septic system, but 
that "my system is not going to work forever. . . more 
importantly, I want to be guaranteed that after a rain, 
the waters of Mattapoisett will still be safe to swim in.'' 
Ms. Reed summed up the feelings of those in favor of the 
project, saying that it was a matter of environment and 
convenience from which the rest of the town benefitted. 

Rick Mitchell, also of Antassawamock Road, 
questioned the criteria for a property's need for sewer 
tie-in. Mr. Mitchell's property would be included in the 
sewer tie-in map, and Mr. Mitchell would have no choice 
but to tie in if the article passed. "I believe I can effectively 
deal with waste water," Mr. Mitchell said. He objected to 
having to pay a "dubious betterment" on "an arbitrary 
basis" and suggested that this could be grounds for legal 
action if he had to tie in. 

"It's hard to lay out a plan where everyone is 
going to be happy," said resident James Dildine, who 
does not live in the Mattapoisett Neck region. However, 
Mr. Dildine supported the article for the greater good of 
the town, saying that there would be an environmental 
benefit to the project. 

The town reconvened to tackle Articles 3 and 4 
while the ballots were counted. Article 3 asked the Town 
to vote to accept a deferral of betterment assessment 
payments for qualifying elderly residents. Article 3, which 
required no funding and needed a majority vote, passed 
175-0. 

Article 4 asked the Town to appropriate $100,000 
from the Sewer Enterprise Retained Earnings to engineer 
and design a public sewer extension from North Street 
down the length of Industrial Drive, Edgewood Lane, and 
down a portion of Tower Road. Article 4, which required 
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a majority vote, passed 173-2. 

At this point in the meeting, Mr. Eklund received 
the results of the ballot from Article 2. Article 2, which 
required a two-thirds vote, passed by four votes: 374-181. 

Article 5 asked town meeting members to 
approve the following FYll salaries: Moderator ($200), 
Board of Selectmen Chairman ($3,700), Board of 
Selectmen each ($3,300), Assessor each ($3,300), Town 
Clerk ($48,110), Board of Health each ($400), Highway 
Surveyor ($64,380), Mattapoisett School Committee 
members each ($400), Water / Sewer Commissioners each 
($400), Tree Warden ($7,004) and Herring Inspector ($730). 
Article 5, which required a majority vote, passed 70-0. 

Article 6 detailed Mattapoisett' s proposed 
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FYll operating budget. The article asked town meeting 
members to vote to "defray general operating expenses'', 
with the money being raised by taxation, borrowing or 
transferring from available funds. The $20,772,928 budget 
represented a 1.94 percent increase from FYlO's budget. 
Article 6, which required a majority vote, passed with two 
amendments (transferring $55,852 from Board of Health 
and Police budgets to reserve fund) 105-0. 

Article 7 asked the Town to approve the Five- Year 
Captial Improvement Plan, which detailed capital needs 
requests from all town department-heads for 2011. Article 
7, which required a majority vote, passed 186-0. 

Article 8 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $101,500 from the Capital Improvement 
Stabilization Fund and $31,000 from the Water 
Department Retained Earnings to purchase: a fire alarm 
receiver for the fire department ($25,000); town hall smoke 
detection equipment and installation ($12,000); a police 
cruiser ($28,500); a town hall telephone system ($16,000); 
a pick-up truck for the Board of Health ($20,000); and a 
service truck for the water department ($31,000). Article 8, 
which required a two-thirds vote passed 186-0. 

Article 9 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $18,200 from free cash to perform needed 
repairs to various fire apparatus and to purchase fire 
radios. Article 9, which required a majority vote, passed 
186-0. 

Articles 10 asked town meeting members to

appropriate $35,000 from free cash to fund a cyclical 
annual evaluation of Mattapoisett property. Article 10, 
which required a majority vote, passed 186-0. 

Article 11 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $700 from free cash to pay for a Buzzard's Bay 
Action Committee assessment for FYll. Article 11, which 
required a majority vote, passed 186-0. 

Article 12 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $2,000 from free cash to fund domestic 
violence and sexual assault programs for a grant 
agreement between Mattapoisett and the New Bedford 
Women's Center for FYll. Article 12, which required a 
majority vote, passed 186-0. 

Article 13 asked the Town to appropriate $14,000 
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from free cash to conduct a site analysis to address 
subsurface contamination associated with a Town-owned 
underground storage tank at the Mattapoisett police 
station. Article 13, which required a majority vote, passed 
185-1. 

Article 14 asked the Town to appropriate $2,000 
from free cash to provide training and licensing for 
operating equipment involving hoisting and lifting. 
Article 14, which required a majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 15 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $15,000 from free cash to perform a full cost- 
analysis to fix public building problems as identified in 
the Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee Facilities 
Study, dated January 14, 2010. Article 15, which required a 
majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 16 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $3,300 from free cash to provide the Town's 
match into the Buzzard's Bay National Estuary Project 
Grant for environmental improvements to Pico Beach. 
Article 16, which required a majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 17 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $3,000 from free cash to jointly apply for a 
Community Development Block Grant with Marion and 
Rochester, for senior citizen home improvements and 
handicap accessibility improvements in each town. Article 
17, which required a majority vote, passed 189-1. 

Article 18 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $7,500 from free cash for periodic repairs 
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to public buildings during FYll. These funds would be 
subject to votes of approval by the Board of Selectmen. 
Article 18, which required a majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 19 asked town meeting members to revise 
a vote previously taken under Article 12 of the October 
2007 Town Meeting, to include authorization for the 
maintenance and repair for "town piers, floats, supporting 
buildings and parking areas at Shipyard Park". Article 19, 
which required a majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 20 asked the Town to consider the 
formation of an agricultural commission in Mattapoisett. 
The commission would consist of seven members who 
would be appointed by the Board of Selectmen and 
would serve three-year terms. Article 20, which required a 
majority vote, passed 189-1. 

Article 21 asked the town to authorize a Farmer's 
Market Revolving Fund for the purpose of establishing 
a Tri-Town Farmers' Market with a FYll limit of $2,000. 
Article 21, which required a majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 22 asked the town meeting members to 
establish a revolving fund to accept revenues for the 
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purpose of operating Historical Commission programs 
with an expenditure limit of $10,000 for FYll. Article 22, 
which required a majority vote passed 190-0. 

Article 23 asked the town meeting members 
to authorize revolving funds for certain departments 
and also asked to reauthorize existing Town revolving 
funds: Flu Clinic ($5,000); Heritage Days ($10,000); Local 
Cultural Council ($5,000); and Wood Waste ($5,000). 
Article 23, which required a majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 24 asked town meeting members to 
authorize the formation of a facility management 
committee. This seven-member committee would 
be made up of skilled professionals to make 
recommendations on proper repair and upkeep of public 
buildings. Article 24, which required a majority vote 
passed 189-1. 

Article 25 asked town meeting members 
to allocate annual revenues from the Community 
Preservation Act (CPA) for projects and expenses in FYll 
in the following distribution: Administrative services 
($5,000); Housing ($17,095.50); Historical Preservation 
($17,095.50); Open Space ($17,095.50); and a budgeted 
reserve of $114,668.50. Article 25, which required a 
majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 26 asked the town meeting members to 
appropriate $25,000 from the Community Preservation 
funds budgeted reserve account for designing and 
engineering services associated with Phases 2A and 2B 
of the Mattapoisett Bike Path project. Article 26, which 
required a majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 27 asked town meeting members to 
appropriate $35,000 from the Community Preservation 
funds budgeted reserve account to improve the Railroad 
Bridge Crossing on the Bike Path between Mattapoisett 
Neck Road and Depot Street. Article 27, which required a 
majority vote, passed 190-0. 

Article 28 asked town meeting members to use 
$65,000 from the Community Preservation fund balance 
for land acquisition. Also, the article authorized the town 
treasurer, with approval from the Board of Selectmen, to 
be allowed to borrow $260,000 against the Community 
Preservation fund. Article 28, which required majority 
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vote, passed 149-1. 

With 15 articles still on the agenda, the town 
meeting members voted to adjourn at 9:58 pm to 
reconvene on May 12 at 6:30 pm. 

Tri-Town Hears Details on Full 
Regionalization

A meeting on regionalization was held on 
Tuesday, May 11, 2010 at the Old Rochester Regional 
School in the Media Center. The meeting began at 6:30pm 
with a warm welcome from Superintendent Douglas R. 
White. The guest speakers were introduced: Dr. Steve 
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Hemman, the Executive Director for the Massachusetts 
Association of Regional Schools, Ms. Christine Lynch, 
from the Massachusetts Department of Education, and 
John E. McCarthy, Superintendent of Schools in Freetown- 
Lakeville. 

Dr. Hemman began with a power point 
presentation on the Massachusetts Association of 
Regional Schools (MARS). MARS has a membership of 
78 regional school districts and has a president, a vice- 
president and a nine member Board of Directors. MARS 
holds monthly meetings with different guest speakers to 
address various aspects of regionalization. 

There were many reasons to consider 
regionalization, as well as many questions and concerns 
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regarding regionalization. Each district is different and 
unique, and therefore there is no ''one size fits all'' plan 
when it comes to regionalization. Dr. Hemman explained 
that more opportunities would be offered to students 
due to an increase in programs and enrichment. A single, 
merged school committee would be formed, as well 
as a single administration. The curriculum would be 
coordinated throughout the region, and a single, even 
salary would be offered to teachers. 

Some points to consider would be the willingness 
of the towns in the region to cooperate with one 
another, sometimes at the expense of local pride and 
control. Another concern is the fear of closing town 
schools and children being bused across town lines. Dr. 
Hemman addressed the bussing issue with a story of 
an over-packed Kindergarten in one town, and a sparse 
Kindergarten in the next town; in this case, he was able 
to move around until there was a nice balance of students 
in both schools. Regionalization would allow this type of 
flexibility. 

The website for MARS is www. 
massassociationregionalschools.com where much more 
information can be found. 

The next speaker was Ms. Lynch, who has 
worked on regionalization issues for a number of 
years, and said, "I have had some experience with 
your district." Ms. Lynch went through the process 
of amending a regional school district agreement and 
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said that it is, "not too difficult/' Ms. Lynch suggested 
the towns set up a planning committee, which would 
address the particular needs of the region. Staffing issues, 
educational programs, cost implications and more would 
need to be closely looked at before a decision could be 
made as to further steps in this process. The issue of town 
compatibility was discussed at length, regarding wealth 
and a difference in educational goals. 

The final speaker, Mr. McCarthy, introduced 
himself as a former Marion resident whose children went 
to Sippican School. Mr. McCarthy taught here for fifteen 
years before becoming the Superintendent in Freetown / 
Lakeville. Apparently, Mr. McCarthy stepped into his 
current position in the middle of their shift into a full 
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regionalization effort this past year. The elementary 
schools in particular had received major budget cuts 
and Mr McCarthy said, "we had to do something." 
Mr. McCarthy found that this solution has really 
addressed the needs of the students in his two tow^ns. He 
commented that ''the community needs to know why 
you're doing this," and in their case, it is clear. 

Mr McCarthy offered to answer any future 
questions, stating, "I'm here. I can tell you what I've 
learned. We're right in the middle of this." 

The meeting then adjourned at 8:19 pm. 

Board Discusses Town Budget, Staff Cuts 

Rochester School Board Committee

A scheduled meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee was called to order on May 5, 2010 at 7:25 pm 
by Chairperson Sharon Hartley. Also in attendance were 
committee members Donna Laliberte, Timothy Scholz, 
Robin Rounseville, and Tina Rood, Superintendent Doug 
White, Rochester Memorial School (RMS) Principal Jay 
Ryan and School Business Administrator Kathleen Isernio. 

In the chairperson's report, Ms. Hartley 
commended various student performances, including 
the Merchant of Venice production, a beginning band 
concert, and a recorder concert featuring the entire third 
grade. Then, she discussed a recent joint selectmen and 
finance committee meeting during which she successfully 
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requested that the town modify the current town 
warrant to show the budget amount the school board 
is requesting, not what the town has earmarked, and 
a delineated budget showing Bristol Aggie tuitions as 
separate from the basic operating budget. 

In the superintendent's report, Mr. White 
congratulated Ms. Hartley on her re-election to the school 
committee. He also announced that the state is hosting a 
webinar on May 10 to coordinate efforts in re-applying for 
Race To The Top. 

In other comments, Mr. White said that school 
district officials would imminently announce their choice 
for Assistant Principal. In addition, he said the district 
recently hired Steve Murphy to fill the Facilities Manager 
position. One of Mr. Murphy's first tasks is conducting 
a needs assessment of all six school buildings, the 
superintendent said. 

In ''big news," Mr. White reported that major 
anti-bullying legislation passed in Massachusetts on May 
3. He said as superintendent he will look to offer schools 
and the community-at-large "the full gamut of support"

In the principal's report, Mr. Ryan discussed in 
detail the progress of the RMS construction project and 
reported that tree removal operations are underway. "It 
is an amazing process for the kids to watch and see,'' 
he said. In addition, workers have completed the access 
roads and leeching fields, he said, while joking that the 
amount of dirt amassed "rivals that of small ski resorts." 
Overall, he commended the contractors involved, 
saying that they have "been tremendous in keeping us 
informed." 

Ms. Rood expressed some concerns that the 
fencing in front of the school is inadequate to protect 
children in their makeshift playground. Mr. Ryan 
promised to investigate the matter but did note that 
workers will install additional blockages at the entrances 
and exits of the front parking lot. 

In other news, Mr. Ryan said that RMS may 
participate in a study investigating Tools of the Mind, a 
self-regulation curriculum for kindergarteners. 

The board then approved the April 7 minutes 
incorporating requested changes from Ms. Laliberte. 

In the finance report, Ms. Isernio said the budget 
is right on target. She said transfers required addressing 
budget shortfalls in special education and substitutes will 
be discussed at the next school committee meeting. 

The meeting then paused to introduce two public

hearings on proposed policies governing school choice 
and internet safety. In preliminary comments, Mr. White 
formally discouraged the school board from authorizing 
school choice, which would allow children from out-of- 
district schools to attend RMS. 

No members of the public attended the 
meeting, thus Ms. Hartley briefly opened and closed 
the public part of both policy discussions. While the 
board deliberated on offering school choice, Ms. Hartley 
confirmed that school boards "can set the parameters'' 
to offer school choice openings in particular grades. 
However, the board unanimously agreed to follow Mr. 
White's recommendation and not have RMS participate 
in school choice in the fall due to space limitations and

pending construction. Mr. Scholz expressed hope that the 
committee will reconsider school choice for the 2011 / 2012 
calendar year when the new RMS building is complete. 

In the second public hearing, the school board 
approved an internet safety policy that prohibits students 
from viewing material harmful to minors. Mr. Ryan said 
the school is purchasing a censorship box with a strong 
filtering system that would block social networking 
sites, among other web pages. The board unanimously 
approved the policy. 

The board then reorganized. The result of the 
process landed Tina Rood as the new school committee 
chairperson with Ms. Hartley serving as vice chairperson 
to facilitate the change. Robin Rounseville will continue 
serving as the liaison to the ORR District School 
Committee and will start representing at the Tri-Town 
Education Foundation. Ms. Laliberte, Tina Rood and 
Ms. Hartley will represent at the Massachusetts School 
Superintendent Union No. 55 and Ms. Laliberte now is 
the MASC Delegate /Legislative Liaison. Ms. Hartley, Ms. 
Rounseville and Ms. Rood will continue serving on the 
budget subcommittee and Mr. Scholz will remain on the 
capital planning committee. 

Taking the helm, Ms. Rood led a discussion on the 
next item on the agenda: town meeting preparation. The 
school committee reviewed the latest budget numbers 
for which the town requests an additional $174,018 
reduction from the school committee-approved budget 
of $5,723,075. The request would require RMS to cut an 
additional teacher for a total of two staff reductions. The 
board already voted to remove one sixth grade teacher 
due to a decrease in students. 

The town budget proposal thus would result 
in the elimination of an additional teacher, likely at the 
kindergarten level due to low projected enrollment 
numbers. Under this budget, one teacher and a 
paraprofessional may teach classes of 22 kindergarteners; 
although a possible half-day option may reduce that 
number to 19 students per class, Mr. Ryan said. 

Ms. Rood expressed deep concern that staff 
reductions would hinder the quality of education at RMS. 
'T hate to see reduction in staff. I feel it cuts too tight to 
the school to reduce two positions,'' she said. In reviewing

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their options, which the board agreed would definitely 
not include a tax override, Ms. Hartley said she would 
present to the town at the annual meeting the need to 
retain a kindergarten teacher. 

"The town has been extra conservative,'' 
cautioned Ms. Laliberte, noting the expense of the new 
school building. "We need to be realistic in terms of what 
we can keep and what we can let go of," she said. Ms. 
Rounseville, however, said the town meeting is a chance 
for voters to weigh in on the matter. "Town meeting gives 
a voice to voters," she said. 

Mr. White noted that the only way to find funding 
to retain the teacher is through stabilization funds.

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As such, town officials would need to transfer funds 
from other departments to the school budget. He said 
another option is to wait until the fall, when state aid and 
reimbursement numbers are clearer, to request funds. 

The board voted to approve the revised budget, 
stating some reluctance and with a plan to share with the 
town the effects the shortfalls are having on classrooms. 

In his brief capital planning committee report, 
Mr. Sholz encouraged the community to come out and see 
"how tax dollars are being spent" with the construction 
of the new school. "The changes are dramatic. This is an 
extremely well managed project," he said. 

The board then officially approved Mr. White as 
the READS representative. 

In addition, Ms. Rood presented her list of 
laudable student activities at RMS, which included the 
third grade recorder concert, the fourth grade band 
concert, an upcoming fifth and sixth grade concert, a 
student participating in the junior congressional youth 
leadership conference, a project where sixth graders create 
audio CDs of books for kindergarteners, and a math 
buddy program between fifth and first graders. 

In future business, the Rochester School 
Committee will meet next on June 2 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall and the Joint School Committee will 
meet on June 17 at 6:30 pm in the ORR superintendent's 
conference room. 

The board voted to adjourn at 9:35 pm.

New Bedford is very proud of its whaling 
heritage, and the Tri-Town has close ties to that industry 
as the home of ship-builders. Every year from late April 
to early May, Old Rochester Regional recormects to this 
history by forming its whaleboat rowing team. 

Whaleboat rowing is not a sport that is sponsored 
by the ORR athletic department; rather. Old Rochester 
Regional has joined a league of other SouthCoast schools 
that participate in the annual Youth Whaleboat Rowing 
Challenge that is hosted by Whaling City Rowing.

Old Rochester has formed three full teams, but 
some of the rowers have had to row in multiple boats to 
make sure that everyone gets a chance out on the water 

The teams have been practicing their rowing 
skills at Popes Island Marina, which is home to Whaling 
City Rowing. WCR is a private facility that sponsors 
adult rowing practices and races as well as annual 
youth rowing programs. The Youth Whaleboat Rowing 
Challenge is the only race that schools participate in. This 
year, there are twelve teams competing. Most are from 
schools, but outside youth programs are also participating 
(there is a team of Boy Scouts, for example.) 

The Old Rochester teams have been practicing 
out in the water for nearly a month now. The work is very 
grueling, especially with two scheduled one hour-long 
practices a week. Unfortunately, the terrible weather this 
spring has made scheduling practices very difficult. For 
one team alone, practice has been cancelled twice due to 
high winds; several other practices were nearly cancelled 
or cut short. Another team was forced to beach their boat 
when the winds became too difficult to handle. 

Practicing in the rough weather, though, is more 
beneficial to the rowers than practicing when it is flat 
calm out on the water The rowers are forced to build 
up the strength in their arms, which helps increase their 
endurance for days that are less windy. After three or 
four practices in brisk wind, the final practice on a fairly 
windless day was nearly effortless. 

The rowers have been practicing in the three 
boats that make up the WCR fleet: the Skylark, the Herman 
Melville and the Flying Fish. These boats have five oars 
each, and are authentic replicas of whaleboats originally 
designed and built at the Beetle Boat Yard in Clark's Cove 
during the mid-nineteenth century. The replicas, which 
are twenty-eight feet long, have been built by Edey and 
Duff in Mattapoisett. 

The two ORR boat steerers are Mrs. Faria and 
Mr Nailor Both are experienced rowers, and have been 
serving as the instructors for the students.

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how to handle the oars. Some of the rules for rowing are 
intended for safety - like the phrase, "stepping in/' which 
facilitates the movement of students into the boat. 

Commands for rowing are fairly simple, but 
important to learn. ''Ready all" signals to rowers that 
their oars are ready to go into the water; the cry of "pull!" 
tells students when to row, so that they are in rhythm. 
According to Mrs. Faria, keeping in rhythm is the only 
way to gain speed. That is why rowers are told to follow 
the rhythm of the stroker, who is the rower with the 
oar closest to the stern. Towards the beginning of the 
practices, Mrs. Faria had the teams do an exercise where 
they rowed with their eyes closed. They would have to 
rely on their hearing to keep in rhythm, and make sure 
that there was "just one splash." 

The commands are not just meant to keep the 
rowers in sync with each other, though. Some of them are 
to help with the team's technique. "Feather," for example, 
instructs the rowers to drop their oars horizontal to the 
water, which helps reduce the speed of the boat. This is 
an important technique for stopping the boat, or "holding 
water," since it's too much of a strain on the arms to 
simply drop the oars into the water while cruising at 
optimum speed. 

Rowers had to learn three different routes for race 
day. The first race, the Circumnavigation of Crow Island, 
is designed to test the rowers' endurance. The second race 
is the figure eight. In this race, the rowers have to make 
two turns, one starboard and one port. The third and final 
race is the harpoon sprint. In this race, the rowers race as 
fast as they can towards a marked buoy. Then they stop 
the boat, and the first rower takes a harpoon and runs 
the length of the boat, leaning out to throw the harpoon 
through a hoop. The boat is not allowed to touch or pass 
the hoop, which is symbolic of a whale. 
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This year was a bit of a dud for the ORR whaling 
team, since the weather ruined so many of their practices 
and their race day. Hopefully next year will prove to 
be much better for them, and maybe the ORR team can 
once again capture the New Bedford Cup, the prize it has 
been fighting Bishop Stang for every year. The weather 
might have been poor this year and some practices might 
have been disappointing, but whaleboat rowing isn't 
your typical sport and the experience of learning how to 
do it surely outweighs the disappointment of cancelled 
practices. There's always next year, rowers! Just remember 
Mrs. Faria's advice: one splash!

ARTICLE 8: OTHER POST-EMPLOYMENT BENEFITS LIABILITY TRUST FUND 

To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Chapter 479 of the Acts of 2008 (codified as Chapter 32B, § 20 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws); to establish an Other Post-Employment Benefits Liability Trust Fund, into which the Town may 
appropriate funds to offset the anticipated cost of premium payments for or direct payments to be made to retired employees, and 
eligible spouses or dependents of deceased employees of the Town; or take any action relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 9: CHAPTER 90 FUNDS APPROPRIATION 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $237,074 from the proceeds due to the Town under the provisions of 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 90; for the purposes of repair, construction, maintenance and preservation of the Town roads 
and bridges and other related costs which qualify under the State Aid Highway Guidelines adopted by the Massachusetts Highway 
Authority; 
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ARTICLE 10: PRIVATE LANDING STRIPS 

To see if the Town will vote to accept the following Zoning By-Law: 

The use of private landing strips for fixed-wing engine aircraft is subject to review and approval by both the Planning Board and 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Private landing strips are also subject to the minimum, requirements listed herein: 

A. A site plan of the proposed landing strip shall be presented at the time of the proposal. 

1 . The site plan shall show all roads bordering the subject property, and the location and type of all adjacent utility 
lines. 

2. Such plans shall also show the elevation levels, direction, and all other such information necessary to assure safe 
landings and departures over adjacent dwellings. 

B. The landing strip shall be appropriate for the size and type of aircraft involved, and shall be constructed according to 
the manufacturers specifications for the type of aircraft involved. 

C. Airstrip runways are to be located no closer than one thousand (1 ,000) feet from the centerline of the runway to the 
closest dwelling unit, excluding the owner of the property, and that said centerline be located no less than two (2,000) 
feet from any church, school or place of public assembly. 

D. All landing strips shall be situated in such a manner that under no circumstances shall an approach or a departure be 
over a residence, excluding the owners, provided that the residence be located a minimum of 500 (five hundred) feet 
beyond the end or side of the required landing strip length. 

E. Any other requirements which in the opinion of the Planning Board or the Zoning Board of Appeals would be 
required to protect the safety and welfare of the surrounding area. 

F. Landing strips must meet all Board of Health, Conservation and any other applicable federal, state and local rules and 
regulations. 

G. All airstrips currently in use are to receive grandfathered treatment. Any future changes to such airstrips must be 
approved as described above in A-G.

To see if the Town will vote to abolish the Rochester Historic District Commission and the Historic District adopted by vote of the 
Town Meeting as Article XX, June 7, 1999 Annual Town Meeting and to nullify and strike the boundaries of the Historic District 
from the Rochester Zoning map as shown on a map entitled "Proposed Rochester Center Historic District" dated June 7, 1999 and 
signed by the Rochester Historic District Study Committee, which is on file with the office of the Rochester Town Clerk.

ARTICLE 12: ROCHESTER MEMORIAL SCHOOL CONSERVATION LAND 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to transfer by quitclaim deed, for conservation purposes, the 
fee interest in a certain parcel of land containing 8.84-acres more, or less, being a portion of the land shown on Assessor's Map 
37, Lot 72B and more particularly described as "Parcel A, Habitat Protection Area" on a plan of land entitled "Approval Not 
Required Division of Land Plan, Pine Street, Rochester, MA, Prepared for the Rochester Conservation Conmiission" by G.A.F. 
Engineering, Inc. dated March 16, 2010, to the Rochester Conservation Commission, on such terms and conditions as the Board 
of Selectmen and the Conservation Commission deem appropriate, to authorize the Conservation Commission to accept the deed; 
and further, to authorize the Board of Selectmen and Conservation Commission to enter into all agreements and to execute any 
and all instruments as may be necessary or convenient on behalf of the Town of Rochester to affect said transfer and to grant such 
conservation restrictions as required to carry out such transfer, or take any other action relative thereto. 
ARTICLE 13: CARR FAMILY BOGS LAND PRESERVATION PROJECT 

To see if the Town of Rochester will vote to appropriate the sum of $300,000.00, and whether to meet said appropriation the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, shall be authorized to borrow the full amount of such appropriation under General 
Laws Chapter 44, Section 8C or any other general or special law, and to issue bonds or notes of the Town in connection therewith; 
for the purpose of purchasing for conservation and passive recreation purposes, by eminent domain or negotiated purchase or 
otherwise, a certain property together with buildings thereon, known as the Carr Family Bogs property consisting of 35-acres, 
more or less, as shown on a plan entitled "Division of Land Plan of Land Perry Road (a.k.a. Perry's Lane), Marion & Rochester, 
MA Prepared for Carr Family Bogs, LLC" by G.A.F. Engineering, Inc. last revised March 4, 2010; that said land be conveyed to 
the Town of Rochester under the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8c, and as it may hereafter be 
amended and other Massachusetts statutes relating to Conservation, to be managed and controlled by the Conservation Commission 
of the Town of Rochester, and to, if the Conservation Commission deems it appropriate, transfer a Conservation Restriction to a 
qualified conservation organization, and the Conservation Commission be authorized to file on behalf of the Town of Rochester 
any and all applications deemed necessary for grants and /or reimbursements from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts deemed 
necessary under Chapter 132A, Section 11 and/or any others in any way connected with the scope of this Article, and the Town of 
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Rochester and the Conservation Commission be authorized to enter into all agreements and execute any and all instruments as may 
be necessary on behalf of the Town of Rochester to affect said purchase and obtain said grants or reimbursement. 

ARTICLE 14: ROCHESTER WATER SUPPLY 

To see if the Town will vote to endorse the formal establishment of a Town of Rochester Water Supply System and Water 
Department; to authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the legislature for a Special Act, entitled "An Act to Provide for the 
Establishment of a Water Supply System by the Town of Rochester", in connection with the establishment of a Town of Rochester 
Water Supply System and Water Department and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint three (3) individuals to serve 
as the Board of Water Commissioners until the next municipal election at which time the three positions on said Board of Water 
Commissioners shall be elected pursuant to the terms of G.L. c. 41 , Section 69 A, and to take all actions necessary for such 
establishment and for implementation of any Special Act adopted in connection therewith, or take any action relative thereto.

Book Review 

NurtureShock by Po Bronson and Ashley Merryman

Now more than ever, well-intentioned parents 
read countless books and articles on child development 
in the hope of mastering the art of parenting to 
produce happy, smart and well-adjusted kids. Common 
conventional wisdom is that when it comes to parenting, 
we should just do what feels right and follow our gut. 
Our intuition should be the ultimate compass on how we 
steer our children, right? 

Po Bronson and Ashley Merryman - authors of 
the 2009 hit NurtureShock - beg to differ. 

NurtureShock is sort of a Freakonomics-style 
foray into common misperceptions 
about parenting based on a large swath 
of research studies. The authors tackle 
a wide range of topics, including 
parental praise, lying in children, teen 
rebellion, infant verbal development, 
sibling rivalry and imparting 
understanding of race. The authors 
deliver essays on these topics in short 
chapters; overall, the book is a fast, 
riveting read. 

Right off the bat, the authors 
tell parents that the desire to praise 
a child as smart or special actually 
backfires. Take a study where two 
groups of children complete a simple 
puzzle; one group is told they are 
"smart" and the second group is 
commended on their effort. In a 
second, more difficult test, the first 
group generally performs worse than 
the "effort" group and exhibits frustration more easily. 
It makes sense, as if you label a child prematurely, 
the reward somewhat precedes the effort and a child 
will feel pressure to maintain that "smart" status. That 
doesn't mean it is easy for a parent to abandon praising 
their children as "smart" or "special" - instead the 
authors advise parents to focus on praising the work and 
dedication involved at completing a task successfully. 

One interesting fact presented by the authors is 
that gifted programs for young kids bring in the wrong 
children 73 percent of the time. The tests administered 
to identify excelled kindergarteners do not work, mainly 
because at this point in their neurological development, 
it is scientifically impossible to predict future success. 
The authors said competency in third grade is a much 
better indicator of how gifted a child is; thus schools are

recruiting the wrong kids and often execute programs 
to keep underperforming "gifted" kids in the classes - a 
classic case of the absurd. 

Another topic a bit more controversial regards 
the topic of race. The chapter on "Why White Parents 
Don't Talk About Race" was discussed quite a bit 
when Newsweek wrote a cover story on it last year. 
Essentially, the authors state that token diversity in 
children's shows has no effect whatsoever on their social 
relationships and perceptions. Further, during a study 
investigating whether frank talk on race would create 
more racial understanding and cross-racial friendships, 
most participating parents opted out with the instinct that 
identifying differences merely solidifies them. Overall, 
the authors say that parents not only 
tend to gloss over racial differences but 
also quiet young children wondering 
aloud about differences in skin color. 
Children are thus left to figure out 
race on their own and naturally 
divide themselves based on outward 
differences. (Oh, and for the couple of 
parents that actually did discuss racial 
differences in specific terms, according 
to NurtureShock, it did positively 
impact the children). 

In addition, the authors looked 
at the question of teen rebellion, 
making the case that arguing with 
teens is actually constructive toward 
the relationship, not destructive. 
Interestingly, the authors state that 
occasionally giving way to a teenager's 
argument, instead of firmly holding the 
ground on a matter, is actually positive 
for the relationship. "Parents who negotiate ultimately 
appear to be more informed. Parents with unbending, 
strict guidelines make it a tactical issue for kids to find a 
way around them," one doctor is quoted as saying. The 
balance of not being a pushover parent and avoid overly 
rigid parenting is challenging; however the authors 
advise parents to set consistent rules with the rules 
themselves open to change through an open discussion 
with a teen. 

Above is just a small slice of the book - but any 
parent with children would benefit from the knowledge 
contained in this book. NurtureShock is one of the better 
parenting books out there namely because it is based 
on hard, scientific research. There are a lot of research 
studies out there, and the authors succeed at distilling it 
in a readable fashion.

Magnetic Personality

Iron Man 2. Starring Robert Downey Jr. and Mickey 
Rourke. Directed by Jon Favreau. Running time: 124 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Imagine it's 1987. Now imagine Mickey Rourke 
and Robert Downey Jr., as they were then, co-starring in 
a film, the kind of film they would've done then — most 
likely an intense drama. What you're imagining could be 
a classic. But time to wake up: it's not 1987. It's 2010, 
and we've had to wait this long for Rourke and Downey 
to share the screen, and when they finally do, they're 
turned into action figures. In Iron Man 2, Downey returns 
as the smug tech genius Tony Stark, who moonlights as 
the armored superhero of the title. Rourke plays Ivan 
Vanko, whose father, he believes, was shafted by Tony's 
father back in the day. If I recall correctly, the actors have 
exactly one dialogue scene together; the rest is smash- 
and-bash special effects. 

Vanko looks at the tech Tony uses and builds 
himself a similar outfit equipped with electric whips 
that can slice through cars. It makes for a cool-looking 
destruction scene on the Grand Prix racetrack. The 
problem, as in the first film, is that director Jon Favreau 
seems devoted to the cool-looking to the exclusion of 
everything else. Tony, depressed because the reactor in 
his chest that keeps his heart beating is also poisoning 
his blood, throws himself a birthday bash and gets 
embarrassingly drunk. His buddy James Rhodes (Don 
Cheadle) decides that the only way to get through to Tony 
in his inebriated state is to suit up himself and fight him, 
in an elaborately pointless (though cool-looking) brawl. 
It's as if scripter Justin Theroux had suddenly sat up at his 
keyboard with a start and said "Whoa! Too much talk! We 
need an action beat here!" 

For me, the movie became about Vanko, an 
understandably embittered genius, and his cohort Justin 




Hammer (San Rockwell), a moneybags who hates Tony 
and bankrolls Vanko 's work on an army of Iron Men. 
I wouldn't mind a whole film devoted to Rockwell's 
slippery, rabbitty line readings (he also does a hilarious 
little dance on his way to a podium on his night of 
triumph) and Rourke 's suave menace dipped in a sauce 
of vodka and body odor. They're certainly more fun than 
the good guys. Downey has one nice moment, in his suit 
but helmetless, sitting inside a giant donut; it looks like 
someone glued a scruffy head onto a wind-up toy. For the 
most part, Downey is a wind-up toy here, in or out of the 
suit; he falls too easily into his savvier-than-you default 
mode. 

Oh, yes, Scarlett Johansson is in there somewhere, 
as an agent working undercover in Stark Industries' legal 
department; Johansson couldn't seem less interested in the 
film, and the quick sequence wherein she gets to dispatch 
countless guards is upstaged by the director himself, 
playing Tony's loyal assistant Happy Hogan, who has all 
he can do to subdue just one guard. Happy's sincere joy at 
his victory is what's missing from the rest of Iron Man 2. 
Everyone's stuck in cool-looking scenes that read at zero 
emotionally, and poor Vanko never gets his full due — or 
his pet parakeet from his apartment in Russia, come to 
think of it. Hammer ends up fobbing another bird off on 
Vanko, and Vanko eventually warms to the replacement, 
but I kept wondering. What happened to the real bird?

remember my mother painting in the dining room of our 
house, spreading out a tarpaulin on the floor to protect 
the carpet, and swathed in a large paint-bespeckled green 
apron. She produced seascapes and bathers lying on the 
beach. She appreciated the odd, infinitely interesting 
proportions of bodies sprawled in sunshine. She also 
loved the expanse of horizon, where the sea meets the sky. 

"Some time around 1986, my mother transferred 
her work to a studio that she'd had built behind the 
garage. She began to take classes in printmaking at 
the South Shore Art Center and became interested in 
monotypes, partly for the techniques she wanted to 
master, and partly because in print making, there are 
some things that the artist cannot control, so there is a 
sense of discovery and delight - or despair - as the run is 
made and the sheet comes through."
